CLEVER AND BRAZEN FRAUD.

‘This Ingenious’ Publication Completely 


Fooled the Savants and Bibliophiles 
: of Europe and’ Was the Literary Sen: 
sation of Its Day. 


| When P. T. Barnum cynically. Te- 
marked ‘that the '‘American people 
loved to be fooled tie might just as 
well have left out the adjective, for 
that Americans are much more gulll- 


[ble than natives of other lands can 


anybody. at all familiar with -the his- 
tory of hoaxdom. | suppose that for 
pute effrontery ‘and ingenious brazen- 
ness the Fortsas Catalogue stands In 
the front rank of deception. .Yet this 
pamphlet was foisted not upon the 
American public, but upon the savants 
and bibliophiles of Europe—men skill- 
ed in the art of books and in the detec- 
tion of forgery. So cleverly was this 
fraud conceived. and executed that it 
desérves to stand in the front rank of 
any consideration, however brief, of 
clever deceptions. 

The Fortsas Catalogue was publish- 
ed in 1840—a small book purporting to 
be-the catalogue of the private library 
of a certain Count J. N, A. de Fortsas 
of Binche, in Belgium. Although the 
book consisted of but fourteen pages 
and listed only ° fifty-two titles, it 
stirred up a veritable teapot tempest 
among the wise heads. The, reason 
‘was not far to seek—not one of the 
books mentioned in, the catalogue was 
to. be found in any gther library ‘or 
publisher’s list! They were all abso- 
lutely “sole surviving’ copies of in- 


tensely interesting works. In the 
words of the catalogue itself, “the 
count pitilessly expelled from his 


shelves books for which be had paid 
their weight in gold—as soon as he 
learned that a work up to that time 
unknown had been mentioned in any 
catalogue.” Each new research of 
learned investigators into the book 
lore of antiquity, it was claimed, “had 
thinned still further the already dec 
imated ‘ranks of the’ count's sacred 
battalion.” Weary of his tremendous 
and self imposed task of collecting 
only unique specimens, the count was 
stated to have died on Sept. 1, 1839, 
and his library was now offered for 
sale. Apparently the fraudulent char- 
acter of such master foolery was quite 
patent. Yet the high brows “bit” en- 
thusiastically, and there resulted one 
of the most amusing incidents of the 

Mace, 

For instantly the learned book lovers 
were up In arms, each trying to outdo 
his rival and secure for himself the 
most precious of the treasures at the 
sale which was advertised. , Orders 
poured in from all over Europe on the 
behalf of scholarly societies, libraries, 
royal families and literary epicures. 
One bookseller came all the way from 
Amsterdam just to see No. 75, the 
“Corpus Juris Civilis.” The Princess 
de Ligne “for the honor of her fami- 
ly’’ ordered No. 48 at any price to sup- 
press it on account ‘of certain discred- 
itable family episodes it was supposud 
to contain. Many other prominent per- 
Bons and institutions clamored for a. 
chance at the collection. ‘Men re 
membered having seen books that nev- 
er existed,” says William Shepare. 
“The foreman in Casteman’s printing 
office at Tourney had distinct recollec- 
tions of a bogus volume credited to hia 
press.” 

Unfortunately the advertised sale 
never came off. On the Sth‘of Au- 
gust, the day before it was to have be- 
gun, the Brussels papers announcad 
that the town of Binche had determiu- 
ed to keep the collection intact by pur: 
chasing :it with public funds. The 
amusing part of this statement was 
that Binche was a most insignificant 
village, quite unable to purchase much 
of anything, let alone a uviversally de- 
Bired library. Still, evea that state- 
ment was belleved. 

The truth eventually transpired that 
the Count de Fertsas, bis miraculous 
Hbrary and the catalogue were all the 
creations of an ingenious fellow named 
Rene Chalons, living in Belgium. His 
catalogue begot a rather extensive lit- 
erature of its own, which has since 
been collected and published under the 
title “Documents et Particularites His- 
toriques sur le Comte de Fortsas.” A 
copy of the original catalogue now 
rests in the Congressional library at 
Washington.

A Modern Life Buoy. 

One feature of the big Lusitania is 
the automatic life buvy, which Is fas 
tened between decks on’ a slanting 
frame in such a way that it can be-re- 
leased by pressure of a button on the 
bridge. On each end of the four arms 
of a large cross shaped framework is 
t copper ball. These balls are so 
weighted that when the. buoy strikes 
the water it will float upright. To the 
crossirins are fastened long brass eyi- 
inder8.. Theke cylinders are calcium 
carbide lights, so arranged that they 
flare. up by contacteiwith ‘the water. 
Should a cry of “mun overboard" be 
raised at night the officer on the bridge 
presses the button, the buoy hits the 
water aud the lights flare up. If the 
man overboard is_a swimmer he can 
reach the buoy, to the arms of which 
loops are attached to ald him in keep- 
ing above water.—Wash!ugton Herald.

While vaseline is most beneficial if 
applied to the edges of the lids every 
night, it is a balm tather than a med- 
icine, for it bas no stimulating or cur- 
ing qualities, 

Rinsing the eyes with a 5 per cent 
boracie acid solution is helpful, This 
should be done night and morning. To 
give this bath put the liquid into an 
eye glass in which it is possible to im- 
merse the lids by opening and shut- 
ting them. This process clears the 
eye of any impurities or foreign mat- 
ter and is one of the most harmless 


and best known applications’ for the ; 


eyes. 

After this bath healing remedies 
should be put on. Oculists differ great- 
ly as to the efficacy of cold or ‘hot 
fomentations when there is inflamma- 
tion. One scatters.the trouble; the oth- 
er brings ‘it to’a head. °The applica- 
tion of a warm, but not hot, compress 
is undoubtedly soothing, and should 
the lids be inflamed from the effect .of 
strong light, such* as sun or snow or 
‘high wind, it will be found. well. to 
bathe them ‘gently, really moppikg. 
with warm water. Afterward they 
should be wiped with a solution ot 
witch hazel and water, half and half. 
If you can then stay in a darkened 
room for fifteen’ minutes the icfamma- 
tion will probably disappear. 

Should stys recur frequently the 
services of an oculist should be sought. 


BROWN BUTTER SAUCE. 


Several Recipes For Serving With the 
; Fish Course. 

Place the desired amount of butter 
in a saucepan and heat until it be- 
comes a rich brown color. Take care, 
however, that it does not burn. Adda 
little vinegar or lemon juice and pour 
over the fish or joint with which it is 
to be served. Another brown sauce is 
made by putting in a saucepan two ta- 
blespoonfuls of butter and two table- 
spoonfuls of flour. Cook until the flour 
is brown, stirring all the time. Then 
pour in one cup and a half of boiling 
water, simmering and stirring until 
smooth and thickened. 

A still richer brown sauce is made 
in this way: Put two tablespoonfuls of * 
butter in a pan over the fire. Then 
add one sliced onion, oné small carrot. 
one-half of a turnip chopped fine, a 
bay leaf and sprig of parsley. Cover 
and simmer fifteen minutes. Then 
place over the fire, where the vegeta- 
bles will color without burning. Add 
two tablespoonfuls of flour, stirring 
until the flour is well browned. 

Add gradually two cups of stock, 
half a dozen peppercorns, three cloves 
and a blade of mace, with salt to sea- 
son. Cover and simmer twenty min- 
utes and serve. This sauce may serve 
as the foundation for the bordelaise 
sauce or may be varied by adding 
wine, lemon juice or mushrooms, thus 
making many different sauces with 
the same foundation. . ;

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CATTLE INTERESTS, 
How Beef Finishers Are Faring—Dual 


Purpose Stock, 
By FRASER M‘LAIN, | 


industry, A few vital days in the wan- 
tng of the corn ripening season lifted 


the depressed ‘balance of the corn crop” 


and added millions of bushels to the 
yield. Nevertheless the amount of thé: 
corn: shortage has inade\itself felt. To 
thany feeders the orn belt cash has 
looked better ‘in’ view of the. financial 


flurry, combined with the high cost of | 


feed, than has cattle, and they have 
held it or turned to sheep or :other 
linés\of business in which more profit 
seemed to appear. This has sent great 
numbers of. calyes and.other stock to 
local slaughter. hougés, ¥ 

Those, however, who stood by’ the 
good beasts .and: filled their feed . lots 
as: usual seem; on the whole, to have 
fair prospect of winning out when the 
“cashing in” fever reaches the end of 
its course, the leugth of that course de- 
pending on easy money and the turn of 
prices in the corn trade, which no man 
may forecast. With diminished feed 
lots the smaller number of cattle that 
will be brought to-a finish on the short 
corn crop should mean a good: fighting 
chance for future satisfactory profits. 
Tne cattle situation is by no means 
unique. Mutton finishers are loudly 
complaining éf unprofitable operations. 
But, then, this is one of the usual mut- 
ton events of the holiday season. 

The great international live stock 
show at Chicago has demonstrated 
again that American beef finishers may 
challenge the world with their prod- 
ucts. But in respect to prices obtained 
for fat cattle it proved a sore disap- 
pointment to the producers. While 
the. demand at the show auction sales 
was keen, buyers indulged in no fancy 
run of prices. The fact that the cham- 
pion car lot of the show went to the 
scales at $8. per hundredweight as 
against $17 last year is evidence of the 
success with which killers kept prices 
on a basis that they claim to be justi- 
fied by present business. conditions. 
Unstinted praise for the quality of the 
eattle hardly atoned for unprecedent- 
edly small values. Six dollars and for- 
ty-eight cents was the average price 
per hundredweight realized on car 
lots. 

Feeding Beef and Milk Stock. 

Now that the beef and milk combina- 
tion promises to be in greater favor in 
this country it is of interest to farm- 
ers to know something of the methods 
of the past masters in the art of pro- 
ducing dual purpose cattle. English 
breeders of dual purpose animals very 
rarely allow their young stock to 
suckle. 

Bull calves.are fed-on whole milk or 
on. a gruel of whole milk or skim milk 
with flaxseed meal, cornmeal or oat- 
meal, As.they grow older barley meal, 
cotton cake, roots.and hay are added 
to the ration and the milk decreased. 
A rather fleshy condition is usually 
sought for. 2 

Dual purpose heifer calves are fed 
on skim milk and grain rations, and 
large amounts of proprietary calf 
foods are used. Skim milk rations are 
usually prepared by boiling’ the grain 
in water and adding to the milk while 
still hot. 


Cost of Raising a Calf. © 

- There are some things of which I do 
not keep a strict debit and credit ac- 
count, and raising calves ‘to cows is 
one, but I strongly suspect that I can- 
not produce a good, well grown heifer 
with her first calf for $50 or perhaps 
§60, but the expense comes gradually, 
and after awhile one has a’fine young 
cow and does not always have-the $60 
to buy one. Then the strong point is 
that if the calf has been bred right, 
with a good cow for its dam and for 
its sire a bull descended from a Hne of 
dairy kings and queens, if the calf has 
been fed right and the heifer fed right 
and enough and handled right, we can 
embrace the reasonabie assurance that 
the calf will develop into .a heifer and 
the heifer into a cow that will mature 
into a usefulness worthy: of, her in- 
heritance.—W. F.. McSparran. 


Salting the Butter. 

Good fine dairy salt shovld be used 
and never the common coarse barrel 
salt that is used by many. The salting 
may be done in the churn when the 
butter is in the granular form if it is 
a box or barrel churn, The salt can 
be sifted on the butter by putting an a 
pavt, then revolving the churn halfway 
over, thus making the butter fall with 
the salted side down, then sifting on 
the rest of th: salt. Then revolve the 
churn a few times, after which the but- 
ter can be taken out and. worked on a 
butter worker.--C. P. Goodrich,
